OTJR FI8HERIES-THEY SHOULD BE 
PROTECTED. 

A visit to tbo bark i'rinco Rupert, ns 
Bho lies alongside tlio Hudson 15uy Coib. 
pany'a wbnrf, would intorost nnyouo who 
may foel coucorned in tl") lu-oi^iierity und 
•growth of thoProviuco. Tlio iino vessel 
is filled with falmon in casos aud bai- 
rels, deatined for t!iQ London market. 
Thero will not bo a siiure naok or cranny 
anywboro about her. There is ealmon 
above, salmon bolow, salmen to tbe right, 
salmon to tho left; forward, aft, amid- 
ships, there is nothing to bo seen but sal- 
mon oases stowed away for export. It iH 
Sttid the vessel will carry . away 20,000 
oases, valued at SMO.OOO. This largo 
amount does not represent mora tbim 
ono-tenth of tho season's <.'atcli of Frascr 
Eiver, tho total value of -.chiob will reach 
§1,400,000! Most or nearly all tUcao fish 
■were sold boforo thoy hiul bG(Mi caught— 
actually disposed of before thoy had loft 
tho inyaterious seas where salmoo " most 
do congregate" for their native streams in 
British Columbia. They were- literally 
counted like chickens, before thoy were 
hatchedl The importance of the salmon 
fisheries to British Columbia cannot bo 
over-estimated. Oregon has hut ono river 
—the Columbia — where salraon may bo 
taken in any quantity. British Columbiu 
has some seven aalmon-proLlucing riv- 
ers, only two of which— tho Fraser and 
Skeona— are boing " worked," and thoy 
only partially. The Stiokeeu, Nans and 
l^ooo, away to tho North, abound in 
salmon.

coming evident enough tLiat tlio long-no- 
glocted fisheries of liiiiish Columbia, as 
long as they may last, will jirove a^ pio- 
fitubie as tlie gold mines of Cariboo in 
days gone by. As long as tbey may last! 
Th« fisheries, with ^iroper restrictions aud 
a olose season, onght to be praotically in- 
exhaustible. They should be a source of 
wealth to the country and furnish food 
for millions of hutaau beings for uges to 
come. Bat if natural laws be disregard- 
ed aud tha ^ood and wholeaomo regula- 
tioua in force in the Eahteru Proviuct-obu 
neglected, in the conrso of a very few 
jears thesolmon will disappear. Tha fato 
of the Socramonto River ought to serve aa 
a warning to Columbiana to protect their 
fish from wholesale destruction. The Sa- 
cramento was once filled with aaimon. 
The supply was supposed to be exhaust- 
less. reoi)lo acting on that fiiipposition 
caught and killed tho noble lish iu und 
out of HOiiaon, frc'([UOiitly in sliKor wanton- 
noaa. At the prusout time tho supply is 
barely suflicieut to satisfy the daily wants 
of San Francisco, with none left for ex- 
port. To coroo nearer homo: Last year 
tho Columbia liver fisheries produced 
600,000 ciisea of canned Kidmon. 'J.'hisyoar 
the catch has fallen otl' nearly one-third! — 
tho efl'eofc of ovcrworlnnh'. Such acalam- 
ity may bo averted hero. Proper regula- 
tions must be imposed, and persons vio- 
lating them visited with severe penalties. 
Above nil, there should be a close season, 
during which it will bo illegal to t ilco 
salmon. Tho Fiaberiea Conimis.sioner 
cannot commence the discharge of his du- 
ties a moment too soon. " An ounce of 
prevention is worth a pound of cure."

New York, Aug. 18. — A Timi^s special 
from Loudon says: 1 hnvo just recoivinl a 
letter from a correapondeut of tlu Nov, 
York Times, dated Bucharest, Tuesday 
14th iu which ho says, the main hope of 
tlio Russians now is that they may suc- 
ceed in winning a decisive victory at Tier- 
uova and that iu caso victory should crown 
tho olTorts tho Czar will bo ready to a!.;ri.'o 
upon terms of peace at onco. The Imu 
porur of tho Ivussinns is not entirely Inspe- 
ful of tionl success in the C'ini|iaigu now 
going on beyond the Danube and it is said 
ho constantly upbraids his advisors, both 
military and civil, for having led him to 
make war against Turkey. To those 
around ho is continually repeating the 
warning of Eiuporor Nicliola.'*, iiis father, 
that a nation should never make war ex- 
cept to ropul invasion. 

Ale.^andor II cannot forgot the proiihecy 
that ho will never live to see tho sixtietU 
an u i veraary of his birthday. He still seems 
in constant fear of assassination and it is 
aliuust iiupossiblo for a stranger to pone 
traio to his htad-ciuarturs. Ilis si.xtioth 
birthday auniverBary, will, if he lives, 
occur April 2'Jth lS7b. The same corrts- 
pondont states tho Czar has removed his 
headquarters to the town known i\n 
SchiinchmashlA. This place does not ap- 
pear on any of tho maps, but it i t locatoil 
at the jnuetion uf two roads loading, one 
to Plevna and tlio olher to Biela, both 
conuectiug at Si^iuva, and lies a few miles 
to llio nortli of L'ieraova. Tliis retrogrado 
movement of tho eiuporor and his stall' i.s 
ostensibly to conduct pending operation s 
but it is really to avoid the possibility ol 
being cut oil' from his lino of retread iu 
CHSo of another defeat of his army. 

Tha latest news from the front is to tho 
effect that the belligerent forces are stand- 
ing face to faco and anxiously awaiting 
tho word to engage iu u general battle. 
Tho liussian army ia believed to bo favor- 
ably situatod for tlio slrugglo aiul all iiro 
conlidont of auccossoxcopt tho Uzar, who, 
though evidently despondent, is really 
auxious for an immodiatoand supreme ef- 
fort on tho part of his forces. 

llafiz Pasha is reported marching on 
tho Shipka Pass with a strong force ul 
Turkish trooiis. The pa-s i:^ ."till he!d by 
tlio remnants of the divi.;: led by (Jen. 
Gourka, which made some time since such 
a fruitless raid across the Baiduns. 
Qourka's forces are certainly iu a most 
critical positi(m;\vilh Suleiman Pasha and 
a strong army to tlio sr.utli and Ifaliz 
Pasha to the noi th of tlieiii tliey can liardly 
escape capture if nut total annihilat'oii. 

A bma;l force of Russittu soldieis is htill 
guarding Nikopolis or rather tlie ruins of 
that place. Tney have no easy duly to 
perform, however, for the Bashi Bazouks 
and other Turkish irregular horsemen 
pay nightly visits to the outjjo.sts. Thoy 
como Iroui Uie direetiuu of J.'li.'vna and 
suceoud in doing much iiijiny tu the troop.s 
iu front of Nikopolis.

An Ottawa clispatL-li of August 8, fays: 
. " Tlio Ministfi- of tho Interior left on Sa- 
turd.a}- for WiiHliiiigtoii. Tho olncot of 
Ilia viait is to consult Mr. G()i'0h6ii, tbe 
British Charge (I'.-Vil'uiro.'i at Wasbiugton, 
ia ragaril to Indian ntlairs in British Ool- 
nmbia ami the trontmcutof Indians along 
the b6;aD49r7 ooming in from the United 
State's.' Some tronblo seems (o have 
nriHendn tloaling with tho Indinm in Bri- 
tish Columbia. Thut Pfoviiii>o Iihb navar 
recDgiiizGd tlio right of tlio Indiiuis to any 
isroprii'tary iiit-.u-ost in thu laa<l' and .is 
been withmit tho hystain which in tatier 
parts of Uttnada lias euabloJ our peopld to 
avoid troable with tho aborigines. Tii« 
'Indiana are consequoiitly mncli tliasatis- 
fied, and rccKntly bnvo' inndo" douia'nds 
upon tho Coiiiniis.-iionors in thi'.t Province 
wbieh tbo hittor douiped unreasonable 
and refiisod, and as-a consequence a hos- 
tile feuliug is dt/iplayoil which it is feared 
m»j lead to Tiolonoo unless st^epa nro 
taken to satisfy and conciliate them. Some 
months ago tho Victoria Colonist stated 
that tho OkanaKoii and other British Col- 
umbia Indiiui tribnn '.vero ia constant 
communicatiou with tboir brotlior rod- 
skius south of tho boundary liuo, and had 
been invited to join them in a great war 
upon the whites. Altogether it hua been 
oonaidered usqessary and advisable to 
talce steps to place our relationa with 
those Indians upon a permanent basis, on 
a system probably' at.similated to that in 
force in tho Northwest." 

Found Dkowneu. — Au inquest, was 
hold yesterday before Hon. A. P. Pombor- 
.fon on tht3 Jjody of^ono of tbo .sailors from 
H.M.S. yh-.ih, found drowned in a well 
_6n Johnson street. Following ia the ovi- 
'^denee:— James Banks, be^g dniy sworn, 
said he was master-at-arms on board H. 
M.S. Shah; had seen tho body of tho de- 
ceased nud rocoguizod liim as belonging 
to tho carpenter's crew of thsSLab; last 
saw him a]ive on tho Gtli inst. ; was pro- 
sent when tbe body was searched in Vic- 
toria; £liere was a sum of HIAAO, a knife, 
^hah's ribbon, tIn-co pouches and 2 keys 
found on his [jerson; the deceased was 
quarrol.iome while under the influence of 
liquor; was about 2'J years of age. Wil- 
liam Williams, being duly sworn, said bo 
.went to the well as usual in tho morning 
"and saw tai; body of the deceased, whoso 
naiiue ho bad since fouud to be John Hun- 
ter. EdwaVd Smith said the deceased 
John Hunter camo into his house, the 
■King's Hoad, on Johnson street, on Mon- 
day min-niiig, Au^just (ith, and witli tbrite 
of his Hhipmiiles sUutod a gmno of card*; 
tbe {fame boiug finishod the siilor who 
hail lost, and thoreforo had to pay for the 
drinks, askod another sailor to join> Hun- 
tor objected and a quaml oi>mmenced and 
continued till 3 o'clock when one of bis 
comrades shook biiii and a light ensued, 
in which (l(.'oeu!;ed's nose was bled aiul^his 
iaco out; be (Sniith) washed his faco and 
pacified him; after that Hunter left; and a 
short while after bo returned with four 
.marines and entered into u, qnnrrel ifith 
another bluejacket, in which a nuuinn in 
torforod and took Hunter's part; wliile the 
murine and bluejacket were figliling ILnn- 
ler left, and that wan the last ho (witueMS) 
eaw of him; ho had boi:n thinliiug a (^reat 
deal. Dr. Mattliow.s said he had oxainin- 
ed tbo body and was of opinion that tlio 
deceased camo to bis death from suffoca- 
tion by drowning. The Jury (JohnWel- 
ton, foreman, John D.ivis, 'Wm.Prothero, 
\Vm. Huggard, D. Murdock and '\Vm.

any pilots or Pilot Beard than under the 
Gxisting regulations. 

I am informeii of a large vossid in tbo 
habit of carrying coal fiom both Nanaimo 
and Seattle which last mouth demanded 
$450 for a coal charter from Namdmo to 
Ban Fraaoisoo more than from Seattle to 
tbo same place, and tho reason for this is 
staled to be our pilot charges and regula- 
tions. 

Tho practical result of this to llio coal 
trado of Jiritish Columbia is an mlilitional 
tax of feasi 26 cents per ton, which, ad- 
ded to the import duty of 75 (vnts at San 
Francisco makes ono dollar per tmi against 
onr product as compared with that from 
Seattle. Any person can soo how disas- 
trous this is to the coal iulereata of the 
Province. I have no doubt the same can 
bo said of lumbering and all other in- 
terosts.

MURDERED BY A MANIAC. 

Mangling an Old Woman to Exorcise 
a DeTil. 



AunuiiN, Mass., July 19lb.— A most 
horrible crime wns cominittod in the 
iioighboriiinr viliu<re of Stonovillo near 
tho do]3ot, nt nil onrly hour this morn- 
ing-. Jaino.s Mnloaby, woll known in 
those parts as James Wilkins, visited 
tho house occupied by tho Campbells, 
iiu aged couple who, for a lonir time, 
hiivo boon in part supported" by the 
towunuLborilios, and horribly mutilat- 
ed and buteliered tho old lady, who 
has been bedridden for years, leaving 
hor for dead. The crime was commit- 
ed between G and 7 o'clock in tbe 
mornin;,', nnd in less than an hour 
afterward tho prisoner was arrested in 
Worcostor. 

Mulcaby, or Wilkins, as ho is best 
known, n^ives every appearauco of insan- 
ity, and tolls the following story at the 
Polico Office: Ho says he spent last 
iii^ht in hia father's houso in Now 
Worcestor, and, arisiny this morning, 
said his prayers, took a bath, and went 
out to walk towards Auburn. While 
pasHing: along he was accosted by a 
fiend, which was hid from mortal sight 
in tho grass. In a loud voice ho com- 
lurtudod the iiond to bo gono, but it 
aiij)c;ired Bovoral times afterward to 
bun in tho shiipo of a dog. Thus hai- 
rassed by the evil spirit, and coinmi.s- 
sioned by tbe Lord to destroy it, ho 
went to the hut of tbe Campbolls and 
entered. Mrs. Campbell, over seventy 
yearn of ajjo, was in bet] as UHiuil, and 
as Wili-iiis say.s, ho went up to her 
and a.-jked her what sho would give, to 
be Guiod, BO that she could arise and 
walk to church next Sunday, He says 
tho olil woman throw up her arms in 
delight, exclaiming that she would 
give all the world. 

He tboD nays ho took off bis coat 
and began rubbing hor, to dispossess her 
of Ihe evil spirit. Ho then grabbed one 
leg, and bending it across hia own knee, 
broke it in several pieces. In tbo snmo 
way lie broko tho otLor leg and arms, and 
then seized tho bo iy and threw it on the 
fioor, then jumped ux)ou it with his heavy 
shoos, as ho says, not a joint in the whole 
body was left unbroken. He then took 
pails of water and threw them over tho 
mangled body, alleging that no evil spirit 
could survive the drowning process. Ho 
then took tbo body and laid it back on the 
bed, covering it up carefully, and with- 
out his coat on started for 'Worcestor. 

Ho was seen walking down Soutbbridge 
street at a rapid paco by Detective Church- 
ill, who .stepped into a ualoon, aud an Wil- 
kins passed, camo out and collared him. 
Wilkin.s made uo rosistanco but said, 
"Mr. Churchill, I am your in-isonor." At 
the police station tho man talked in a most 
distracted manner. Ho calls himself "Tho 
Prophet of the Lord," and predicted dire 
and awful weathor for the afternoon, 
which, ho -said, will bo in good keeping 
with tho deed he has done. Ho said ho 
was fully aware what ho was doing, but 
did not tbiiik it cruel or wrong, as tho 
fiend winch hud possus.sed tlic woman had 
been fio bad to him aud his frionds. Ha 
declared that the woman oonld not die, as 
ho was not dealing with her, but only with 
tho evil spirit. 

When tbe orimo was discovered the 
woman was alive, but sho died soon after. 
Tho old woman was alone in tho house 
when Wilkins camo in. Mr. Campbell, 
hor huatiaud, was tbo first to discover tho 
tragedy. Upon bis return home he fouud 
his wife in bod, wboro ho had loft her, 
but in a terrible condition. The poor 
woman was writhing in pain, her limbs 
broken, her faco disfigured, braised and 
coveroil with blood, her body stripped 
naked, and tho beil deluged with gore and 
tho Ulthy water which tho cra/.y luiii had 
drenched hor with. Notwitbbtanding her 
terrible condition she wan cuu.-^ciouH, aud 
on his entrance said: "Whore were you 
vheu Jim Wilkins murdered mef" She 
then told him thot Jim Wilkins had been 
there, that bo tore tho clothes from hor 
body, throw tho water upon he' , then took 
her limbs ono by ono in his hands and 
broko them across bis knees, ami then 
lionnded her on tho bead, luit she could 
not toll what weapon he used. Subse- 
([uentlv the dying woman told snbstan- 
tmlly the same story to tho neighbors who 
called to see her.
